The Bchcdulo of the Canada 
Cup Is such that the Soviet 
team was first to play against 
Czechoslovakia and Sweden.

The other two teams rrmn 
Europe, Sweden and Ra- 
land, suffered from nerves. The 
Swedes lost to the usA, 3— i, 
the latter being more aggressive, 
especially In the attack, Tlie 
Finna went down to the Cana- 
dians with an unexpected wal- 
lop, 0—0, It la hardly likely that 
they can recover from sucli a 
eetback.

Although No- 
na Gaprindaihvlll lost her world 
title in 19?fL It was taken over 
by Maya Chiburdanidze, also ol 
Georgia. She, In turn, is now op- 
posed by Nana Alexandriya, of 
Tbilisi, ' 


Both Alexandriya and Chibur- 
danidze have had a loug record 
of successful games against men, 
For two yeari now, Maya has 
entered for the national male 
championships wiili Impressive 
results. In 1080, she missed get- 
ting into Ihe senior league by 
a hair's breadth. 

For Maya women's events are 
plain Balling, In the last world 
championship held in' Malta, she 
scored 1 1.5 out of the possible 
13 points, gaining a told score 
of 88.5 per cent. 

Aged nine, Maya took part in 


the adult women's championship 
for Georgia, a republic which 
has many outstanding chess 
playeis, and came fifth and 
sixth. At sixteen, the was 
awarded the title bf Grand- 
master, and at 17 iho became the 
world champion, the youngest 
lo dale. 

A medical student, Maya also 
takes a keen lulcreal In history, 
In tho old Georgian and Sla- 
vonic languages. In old manu- 
■crlpia and Ihe aita.

The Weddell Sea, In Anlarc- 
tlca, one ol the last blank 
spots on the map oi the world 
ocean, 1s lo ho jointly studied 
by Soviet and American sclent- 
Ista, as envisaged by the pro- 
gramnia for Ihe bilateral Poly- 
nia (unfro/on patch of water) 
experitncnl. Recently tho ship 
“Mikhail Somov" sailed oul ol 
Lonlngiad bound lor Antaicllra. 

Eduard Sarukhanyan, the well- 
known Soviet occanoiogUt and 
the head scientist on hoard tho 
“Mikhail Somov", has noted 
that the Weddell Sea, (he 
aouthemmost and for this reason 
the cokicst sea on our planet, is 
often crossed, even in winter 
months, hy a luige patch ol un- 
frozen waicr that opens ihc 
road through the heavy Ice and 
icebergs to areas deep in tho 
continent. The causes and nie- 
clianlsms of lls lutmalion and 
ill influence on the wciilhor and 
b'.ulogical processes in the 
soutlivni occitn are not yet 
clear.
